t was admitted tn 
1934 as tecturer on 
systemic botany and 
geo-botany at Charles 
University. 

Before the Second 
World War I devoted 
myself to social condi- 
tions of scientific 
growth in Czechoslova- 
kia, 

Politically I was al- 
ways on the side of 
Masaryk and Benes, 
and waa in sharp 
opposition to tha 
Fascist-inclined circles 
of high school protcs- 
sors—an obstacle ‘to 
a quicker = scientific 
career. 


My arrest 


In 1938, after 
Munich, I entered the 
underground move- 
ment organisation known as 
“The Political Centre, which, 
soon after, started contact with 
Dr Benes, who was then in 
Great Britain. 


From 1939 I wag head of the 
news service organisation In 
Czechoslovakia until 1943: when 
I was arrested. 


In January 1840, ‘I set up 
together with the army under- 
Rround movement, a central re- 
sistance organisation called 
UVOD, which later was joined 
by other non-Communist resist- 
ance organisations. Only the 
Communists kept awny from 
this oryanisation, 


I put Into operation the 
only radto-tctegraphte con- 
tact which was act up by the 
home front underground 
movement withon{ the heip 
of resistance bodica from 
abroad. This functioned 
between 1939-43, ‘ 


During this time, with the 
help of n small number of = as- 
sistants, I sent more than 20,000 
despatches to secret news 
agencles Jn Polland, Britain, 
Rumania, Yugoslavia, and Pales- 
tine, and deciphered about 8,000 
despatchts, 


A great many of the despat- 
cles were of exceptional value, 
as they disclosed tHe coming 
plans of the Germans. The Allies 
made good uso of the informa- 

lon.

On May 3}, 1845, the Gestapo 
brought me to Prague—this was 
when the news was already 
known that Hitler was dea 
and requested that I should 
ineet Frank in order to arrange 
some sort of Government.

One day ofter the Communist 
putsch, although os an M.-P. I 
was protected by diplomatic tm- 
munity, I was arrested by a

Flushing Meadows, Dec. 8. 
—An Israel United Nations 
delegation spokesman in & 
press atatement today, 
urged the United Nations 
to abandon the proposed 
scheme for complete inter- 
nationalisation of Jerusalem. 

The spokesman sald that Isracl 
was willing to agree to effective 
(mernational supervision of the 
Holy Places in Jcrusalem. But 
the plan now before the General 
Assembly would lead “only to 
the negation of Its essentinl ob- 
jective, the protection of Holy 
Places," he stated.
